Not all farmers are in favor of 
new taxes, however, and if the 
program should win but with a 


against it, members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly from those dissent- 
ing rural counties might try t» 
hamstring the taxation program. 

Gov. Talmadge has promised to 
call the Legislature back into spe- 
cial session to enact new taxes, if 
the program is approved by the 
people.

There has been a decline in the 
number of dairy animals on farms 
in the Southeast since 1945, C. 
Parker Persons, Regiona] Director 
of the U. S. Department of Com- 
merce, reported yesterday. 

In 1945. the number was 2,875,- 
000 cows and heifers for milking; 
this year the number is estimated 
at 2,634,000. Department of Agri- 
culture figures show that in 1900 
there were 1,515,009 dairy animals 
on farms in the seven Southeast- 
ern States of Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, Mississippi, Tennessee 
and the Carolinas, against a popu- 
lation of 11,379,582. In 1945, the 
population was 17,745,000. Since 
then, the milk animal Sumber has 
dropped 241,000 while population 
was increasing to 19,150,000. 

Heavy culling of milk animals 
has taken place, however, and 
the number may increase in the 
next year, Persons said.

WASHINGTON — (4)—Launch- 
ing one of its biggest peacetime 
spending weeks in history, the 
House Appropriations Committee 
yesterday approved a $701,122,079 
money bill for the Agriculture De- 
partment. 

And it promptly was accused by 
its top Republican member, Rep. 
Taber, of New York, of “juggling 
of figures” in an effort to reflect 
a savings. 

The Agriculture Bill is one of 
four big money measures the Com- 
mittee plans to send to the House 
floor this week. The others fi- 
nance the State, Justice and Com- 
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merce Departments; the Army, 
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Navy and Air Force, and a group 


of miscellaneous agencies includ- 


ing the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. 

Their overall total accounts for 
about half of the President’s budg- 
et for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1. 

The Agriculture Bill, scheduled 


for House debate today, emerged 
from the Committee with a note of 
caution that the problems facing 
farmers “will perhaps become 
worse before they become better.” 

The Committee said two-nation 
trade agreements, or even a two- 
price farm system, should be used 
to retain America’s fair share of 
the world markets. 

To strengthen the Department’s 
position in foreign trade matters, 
the Committee added $50,000 to 
permit departmental representa- 
tives to make periodic visits to 
major world capitals to study ag- 
ricultural problems. 

Taber took exception to the 
Committee’s claim that the total 
cash it recommended represents a

True Queen queen. A queen who felt any trepidation or fear 
of losing her crown would not confess to a liking for the flavor of 
garlic. As has been said before, there should be a little touch of 
garlic in everything save ice cream, and it is refreshing that 
America’s queen of cotton should speak out.on the subject. 

The snail is back to its original glory in France. During the war 
the thrifty French cafe keeper managed somehow to keep serv- 
ing the Germans snails. The Teutonic officers demanded them at 
the best cafes, and got them. They never seemed fo question why 
there should always be snails. But there were. 


Horse What the French cafe keepers were doing was using 
horse meat. There were rumors that many cats and dogs 

also disappeared. Anyhow, the Germans got their snails. The 
Americans shy away from the idea of snails because they think 
of them in terms of the slugs they see about their places. The 
Burgundy snail is something else. He’s something like an oyster. 
But there is more substance to him. He must be chewed, There- 
fore, the canny Frenchmen simply cut thin strips of what meat 
they had, coiled the strips into a near-roll, carefully inserted it 
into the shells, put in a little heavier sauce than. before, and 
“voila!” the Nazis had their snails. The French enjoyed this. 
U S The Germans never caught on. Of course, the Ameri‘ 

*“™* cans didn’t either. Some of the French, being thrifty, and 
adhering to the old adage that what a man doesn’t know is e%- 
tremely unlikely to hurt him, kept right on serving the Americans 
horse meat in snails until the transportation improved and the 
normal supply could be sent to Paris. I must say that the Ameri- 
cans who got these snails usually were the offensive Americans 
who pounded tables and ordered the help around. If they de 
manded snails they got them. The cooks and waiters rolled up 
the little strips of horse meat with real elan and I have an idea 
maybe some didn’t even get horse meat. Other Americans were 
not so served. 

But those days are gone with the war and the dark postwar 
days. The snails from the coast, fed on grapevine leaves, are in 
plentiful supply, in season. 


Enou h In late 1947 I got enough to last me for a day. I was 
g due at a dinner with a French family at 1 o’clock. 
‘My companions, with whom I had been shopping at the old book 
stalls along the Seine, determined to eat at 12. I sat with them at 
a cafe. In order to join with them, I ordered a dozen “escargots.” 
They were very good. Later, I walked on to dinner. As we pre- 
pared to sit down the lady said, as her husband beamed, “I went 
shopping and found the finest snails in all Paris for you.” So, that 
was another dozen with dinner to follow. The sauce in them is 
something like that served on oysters Rockefeller, save that it is 
richer. 

Well, anyhow, I am a faithful subject of the Cotton Queen who 
said, on eating her first ones, “They’re like oysters, only they 
have more garlic in them. I just love garlic.”

Diplomats See Soviet Strength Waning 


WASHINGTON—Judged by behind-the-scenes expressions of European foreign ministers assembled 
for the signing of the North Atlantic Defense Pact, fear that the present “cold war” will turn into 
a “hot war” is distinctly on the decline. This trend is due partly to growing confidence of the West 
in its own collective strength, but more it seems to derive from a belief that Communist strength 
has passed its peak and that the Kremlin henceforth will be engrossed more and more with. troubles 


within its own bailiwick. 

Winston Churchill certainly expressed the 
opinion of most of the other European statesmen 
here when he said Russia’s persistent antagonism 
is because “they fear the friendship of the West 
more than its hostility”; that they “cannot afford 
to allow free and friendly intercourse to grow 
up between that vast area they control and the 
civilizations of the West.” 


The high point of war danger, as the for- 
ministers see it, was the period last 


e Russi expected that the 
would be starved out of Berlin and they 
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development, they are confident that it arises 
from dissatisfaction, rather than contentment, 
within the Kremlin hierarchy. 

One theory frequently expressed is that the 
Russian bureaucratic hatches are being battened 
down against the day of Marshal Stalin's death. 
And there is no indication to date that any 
single person has been agreed upon to step into 
Stalin’s shoes. Rather the process seems to be a 
leveling of authority between leading members 
of the Politburo, believed to be in conflict for 
reasons both of personal ambition and public 
policy. 

As to the Communist satellite countries, there 
is much more definite evidence. More and more 
people move in and ‘out of Hungary, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria and Yugoslavia, and al- 
most all of them report a growing distaste for 
Russia’s leading strings. 


A recent development of great signifi- 
cance was the successful installation of the 
new West mark as the sole currency in the 
non-Russian portion of Berlin. The West mark 
is now valued at 10 times the Russian mark 
circulating in Eastern Berlin. Unless the 
Russians can correct this monetary dispar- 
-ity, it is bound te make trouble for them 
throughout their zone of German occupation. 


The Europeans do not expect any quick dis- 
solution of Communist dictatorship over Eastern 
Europe. There is little or no chance for suc- 
cessful revolution in a modern police state. But 
Yugoslavia, while still remaining both Commu- 
nist and a police state, has turned to a nation- 
alistic selfishness that has removed her, at least 
temporarily, from the Russian orbit. Marsha] 
Tito’s digression is being watched closely every- 
where in the Communist world and if he gets 
away with it others are expected to follow his

Churchill Sounded a Warning 


WASHINGTON—It is not often that Winston Churchill speaks 
in riddles. He did not do so at Fulton, where his plain words 
about plain facts sent the woolly-minded into agonies of wishful 
revulsion. But at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology last 
week, he chose to wrap up the hard, terrible kernel of his meaning 
in such a way that it has actually escaped attention. 

Perhaps he chose to do this because what he was really saying 
was so terrible, so unpalatable, that even he did not: believe the time 
had come to use plain words again. But Mr. Churchill being Mr. 
Churchill, it is none the less important to extract this kernel of 
his meaning from its rich philosophical wrappings. 


Pr blems The significant passages of the great MIT speech 
0 came at the close. In a relentlessly marshalled se- 
ries of judgments, Mr. Churchill broke down the world problem 
as follows: 

First: The Soviet Union now confronts us with “something quite 
as wicked but in some ways more formidable than Hitler.” The 
Soviet government is “pursuing imperialist expansion as no Czar 
or Kaiser” ever did. 

Second: Only “the deterrent of the atomic bomb in the hands 
of the United States” holds the Soviet Union in check at present. 
If it had not been for this deterrent, “Europe would have been 
communized and London under bombardment some time ago.” 


Third: “We have certainly not an unlimited period of time before 
a settlement should be achieved. The utmost vigilance should be 
practiced. But I do not think myself that violent or precipitate 
action should be taken now.” 

Fourth: It is worth watching and waiting for a while, because 
something may yet occur to change the course of history, as the 
death of Ghenghis Khan caused the sudden retreat of the Mongol 
hordes, at the very instant when all Europe lay open to their 


conquest. 
The Knot What is notable about this series of judgments is 
how much Mr. Churchill preferred merely to imply. 
What did he mean by denying that we had “an unlimited period of 
time before a settlement should be achieved?” To what was he 
referring when he said he did not “think violent or precipitate 
action should be taken now,” with sharp emphasis on the “now”? 
At what was he hinting, in his brilliant historical reminiscence of 
the death of Ghenghis Khan? Here is the knot of the riddle, 
which can be unraveled in only one way. 

Paraphrasing Mr. Churchill is a bold enterprise. Yet his mean- 
ing becomes obvious at once, if simple positive statements are 
substituted for his surcharged double negatives. Do this, begin- 
ning with the second of the four judgments above, and the fol- 
lowing emerges: 

“Because of the deterrent of the atomic bomb in the hands 
of the United States, we are safe for the present, if we practice 
the utmost vigilance. But there is a limit to this period of safety. 
Thereafter a settlement should be achieved. This may require 
violent and precipitate action. And it is worth putting off this 
action, because the death of Stalin or some other unforeseen event 
may shortly unleask an inner convulsion in the Soviet Union, 
which will suspend Russian imperialism and cause the Soviet 
power to contract within Russia’s former borders.” 


; There is here no straining of Mr. Churchill’s 
Alternatives actual words, except by crudely mentioning the 
death of Stalin, so clearly pointed to by the Ghenghis Khan paral- 
lel. There is here, also, a bleak statement of two simple alterna- 
tives. 

In Mr. Churchill’s opinion, it is apparent that we have only 
two ways to survival. Either. Russia will change radically and 
soon. Or, when the “not unlimited period” of our safety begins 
to run out, we must force a preventive crisis, leading if need be 
to preventive war, in order to secure a settlement with the Krem- 
lin. When this will be necessary is suggested by his emphasis on 
the temporary American monopoly on atomic energy. In short, 
there must be a showdown before the Kremlin possesses a people’s 
democratic atomic bomb, 

Here is the first serious, public suggestion—dim and roundabout 
to be sure—that preventive action may ultimately be necessary 
to counter the Soviet menace. Coming from anyone but the 
greatest living figure of the West, so startling a suggestion might 
be ignored. But tens of millions of men have perished, the very 
foundations of civilization have been shaken, because Mr. Church- 
ill’s warnings were too blithely dismissed on a previous occasion. 
This speech, so generally regarded as no more than the peaceful 
rich expression of an old leader’s philosophy, may later seem as 
definite a turning point as the all too prophetic speech at Fulton.

which they based their demands for wide new Government interference in the economic system 


are not panning out at all. 

Yet in 1949 as in 1945 the funny thing about 
the new economists is that at the very moment 
they were calling for more Government inter- 
vention, such intervention was already wide and 
deep. Take the present situation, for instance. 
To hear some of the new economists talk, you 
would think the American economy was a lais- 
sez faire now as it was in 1890. Actually it is 
shot through and through with Government in- 
terventionism of many sorts. ’ 


For instance, there is now an across-the- 
board Government guarantee of support 
prices for most major farm products, There 
is an intricate system of Federal-State un- 
employment insurance which cuarantees in- 
come to men who are not working. There 
are various direct aid programs unexampled 
in the American past for scope and gener- 
osity, There is the Federal Government’s 
program for spending in all some $40,000,- 
000,000 a year and pushing toward still 
greater expenditures in its foreign aid and 
defense plans. 


To say that an economic system in which 


these massive Government influences operate is 
a laissez faire economy is to talk nonsense. As 
a ‘matter of fact, these Government influences 
are so great that they may fairly be said to con- 
stitute a test of one of the basic doctrines of the 
new economists in the present situation. 

That situation is one of disinflation, defla- 
flation, even recession, if you will. The basic 
doctrine of the new economics is that such set- 
backs have no dangers if only mass purchasing 
power is maintained. 

Well, the farm plan aims to maintain the 
purchasing power of the whole agricultural sec- 
tor of the economy. The unemployment com- 
pensation plans ainr to buoy up the purchasing 
power of working men even when their jobs 
fail. The direct relief programs have the same 
purpose. And the general Government expen- 
ditures, including those for arms and foreign 
aid, constitute a capstone of buying power really 
prodigious in its upward push on prices. 

Many a layman would think that the time 
has come for the new economists to stop pushing 
for more intervention in the economy while they 
demonstrate the efficacy of the intervention we 
already have in heading off any really serious 
setback in general economic trends.

They are not bills for ferreting out and 
punishing actual spies and foreign agents 
and treasonable’ persons, for which we 
have plenty of law on the books that is 
sufficient in any sort of case. They are 


however, as a study of their 

and definitions show, to 
strangle cherished American rights—freedom 
of assembly, of speech, of press, and to think 
as one pleases. 


‘The injustices already done under our loy- 
alty program, which is restricted to Government 
employees, indicate to what lengths such statutes 
can go in a limited field; but the pending bills 
g0 beyorid Government employées into the wide 
domain of rank-and-file citizens. fee 

One such passed the House last session, the 
so-called Mundt-Nixon Bill, but was stopped for- 
tunately in the Senate, chiefly by Sen. Taft, Re- 
publican, Ohio, a stalwart champion of civil lib- 
erties, who probably can be counted upon again 
to raise his voice against the new bills which go 
much further. 


There is a new Mundt-Nixon Bill, jointly spon- 
sored by Seh. Mundt, Republican, South Dakota, 
former member of the House Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee, and Rep. Nixon, Republican, 
California, still a member, and a similar bill 
by Sen. Ferguson, Republican, Michigan. They 
set up a commission or board, respectively, 
to determine what are Communist and Com- 
munist Front organizations upon request by 
the Attorney General or any organization or in- 
dividual. Any organization so classified must 
register, publish its membership, its finances and 
comtributors, and label itself as a Communist or 
Communist Front organization on any mailing 
matter or on radio programs. 


Among the numerous tests which might 
be applied on whether the organization in 
question holds secret meetings, whether it re- 
fuses to publish its list of members, whether 
its members refuse to admit membership, 
“the extent to which the position taken or 
advanced by it from time to time on matters 
of policy does not deviate from the position 
taken by any Communist political organiza- 

” Experience of Government loyalty 
boards shows that any one or more of a list 
of criteria may be used in judgment. 


The scope of discretion and latitude is well- 
nigh infinite. As examples, to be very brief, it 
might be cited that labor unions when organ- 
izing a plant do not publish a list of members 
for fear of retaliation; that some of President Tru- 
man’s social welfare measures are called “Com- 
munistic,” especially his health insurance pro- 
gram; that Communists also advocate “peace.” 
whether sincerely or not, as well as other things 
with which average Americans are in sympathy 
and for which they have a perfect right to work. 

Other bills are even more dangerous in their 


implications, which show how far we have suc- 
cumbed to the Fifth Column of fear.

The United Council of Churchwomen number 10,000,000 in America 
today, and without any militant feminism, these women believe they 


can change the world. 


Mrs, W. Murdoch McLeod, Executive Secre- 
tary, a handsome Southern woman who has lived 
for several years in Atlanta, is quite aware that 
women have never been considered “peers” in 
the government of churches, but she is equally 
convinced they are gaining more and more rec- 
ognition and opportunity. 

“We are not suffragettes,” she says, “but we 
know that men are ready for us to shoulder our 
part of the world. They are not discriminating

adults, displaced persons who have come into 
communities, and studying tangled local prob- 


lems of political and prejudicial nature. 

“As a Southerner” she said, “I am often faced 
with the question of how to solve racial prob- 
lems within the church. I have to tell my friends 


that race problems are not restricted to the 
South; there are the Mexicans in the Southwest, 
the Orientals in the Far West, the Indians, and 
the Negro groups in other cities who must be 
considered. I tell them, too, that the United Coun- 
cil doesn’t expect them to make progress along 
racial lines rapidly, but that it does expect them 
to make some gradual improvement in justice 
as their truly Christian obligation.” 

Locally, the Georgia Council of Churchwom- 
en. in its report on Spiritual Foundation Semi- 
nars last month, opposed the voters’ rereg- 
istration law, the county unit system, favored 
the Minimum Education Foundation bill, com- 
mended the Atlanta Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce f6ér its proposal that all city policemen 
take oaths against membership in terroristic or- 
ganizations, and pledged themselves to work for 
a humane, intelligent and diligent law enforce- 
ment machinery. 

Nationally, the United Council urges the sup- 
port of the United Nations, and its many agen- 
cies; favors the principle of Federal aid to edu- 
cation, works for legislation for slum clearance, 
low-cost public housing, rural housing, and has 


become especially vigilant to see that Govern- 


ment-underwritten loans to home owners shall 
be issued on a non-discriminatory basis. 

Women, Mrs. McLeod admits, are in a pe 
culiar position in the church. But despite their 
traditional disadvantages, they have become so 
aware of their power that even now they are 
trying to decide whether they will’ join with 
eight other religious councils to form the Na- 
tional Council of the Churches of Christ in the 
United States of America. As the only women’s 
group, they are flattered at being invited to join. 

But as a force of 10,000,000 women they are 
not sure they would not be absorbed and their 
strength dissjpated. . 

It has taken them too leng to come this far 
to go backward.

John Wilmot, member of Par- 
liament for Deptford and former

In explaining the tren’ in Eng- 
land towards government owner- 
ship of utilities, he said, “We are 
only traveling faster down the 
same road which we hgve been 
on for 25 years.” Wiimot, who is 
a partner in an agricultural hous- 
ing construction firm himself, said 
a great many business people in 
England would rather deal with 
publicly owned utilitic than with 
those owned by private industry. 
Wilmot branded as false the be- 
lief by some Americans that the 
Labor Party is made up primarily 
of the laboring class. “I know 
numbers of business and profes- 
sional people who are members of 
:jthe Labor Party,” he said. 

“We in England can’t afford 
poor health,” said Wilmot in re 
ferring to England’s switchover to 
socialized medicine. “Although 
our present medical system is 
plagued by shortages of buildings, 
equipment and supplies, these

Emory Professor Sees U. 5.. 
Moving Toward Socialism 


_A warning that the United States is moving toward a col- 
lectivism similar to that of Britain is the keynote of an ar« 


professor of economics in the 


March ssue of The Controller, publication of the Controllers* 


Ernest W. Swanson argues in. 
his article, “Changing Relations of 
Business to Government,” that the 
United States is approaching collec- 
tivism along a different path from 
that taken by Britain, and that 
it still has time to turn back. 
England, Swanson said, pro- 
gressed along the road through 
“cheap labor,” trade agreements 
and cartels until it came to ~ 
point where it was seeking ad- 
vantages in trade rather than low 
cost of production. Wages and 
prices became political. She priced 
herself out of the market. She 
failed to adopt new ways of pro- 
duction. She sought security and. 
found socialism with a labor gov: 
ernment, Swanson wrote. 

In the United States; Swanson 
held passage of “so-called fair 
competition laws” is actually de- 
signed to preserve the status quo 
rather than to spur business on to 
a bigger and better future. 
As an adjunct, he said, “we 
seek ‘protection’ of our industries 
against foreign trade or foreign 
‘cheap labor’ through increased 
agitation, by business and labor 
both, of tariffs that are far re 
moved from the purpose of mere- 
ly ‘raising revenues. We really 
want to take fewer and fewer 
risks. . . 

He cited American clamor for 
“blue chip” stocks and control of 
security issues and the stock ex 
changes as steps away from thé 
risk-taking of private enterprise. 
He also listed agricultural com- 
modity supports, laws “to give us 
‘bigger and better’ unions,” guar- 
antees of employment and wages, 
without responsibility on the part 
of labor for maintaining an in- 
creasing production and produc 
tivity, laws for full employme 
and social security as drifts away 
from private enterprise toward 
collectivism. 

Swanson asserted the shifting of 
responsibility to government with 
the mistaken idea that transfer of 
the risks would make them van- 
ish, has been a tendency in the 
United States toward socialism. 
Saddled with these responsibili- 
ties, the government looked 
around for “right answer boys” to 
meet the new demands upon it, 
Swanson wrote. This was a turn- 
ing away from the competitive 
spirit which demands acceptance 
of risks, he asserted. 

“Going to government for hand 
outs is the essence of collectivism, 
whatever name it goes by,” Swan 
son wrote. 

“Tomorrow,” he concluded, “we 
may find out what we were look- 
ing for all along—that we are 
again willing to assume our re
